2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record in the attached form PTO-892 considered to be pertinent to the 
submitted application. 

Takahashi et al. US # 5,599,561 disclosed a device for detecting the relative and 
absolute position of a moving body, which is applicable to a brushless motor or the like 
and including a rotating body provided on the surface of the device. Wherein the 
rotating body is provided with an encoding track in which a magnetic signal has been 
recorded in a predetermined direction of magnetization and a position detecting track in 
which a magnetic signal has been recorded in the direction of magnetization 
intersecting with the predetermined direction of magnetization. 
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Seki US # 5,774,068 discloses an absolute signal detecting method and an 
absolute encoder, wherein the code plate has an m-bit signal track read out in parallel 
for providing the starting position of ac servo motor for position when power is first 
turned on. An n-bit signal track accompanied by an incremental signal track that is 
provided on code plate with n-bit track read out serially and used once rotation of the 
servo motor commences to provide the initial absolute value of the encoder. To n-bit 
initial value is added signals from the incremental track upon continued rotation of the 
code plate. 

However, none of the prior art teaches or suggests the combination of claimed 
structure and control circuit.
